NEW YORK (AP) - The 
general manager of radio sta­ 
tion WBAI has gone to jail on a 
30-day sentence for refusing to 
turn over tapes of a 1970 prison 
uprising to a district attorney 
for use as evidence. 
State Supreme Court Justice 
Gerald 
P. 
Culkin 
rejected 
W BAI’s contention that the 
tapes were privileged and sen­ 
tenced Edwin A. Goodman to 
the jail term Friday for con­ 
tempt of court. 
The station, which had made 
and broadcast tapes of the in­ 
mate disturbance at the Man­ 
hattan House of Detention for 
Men in October 1971, was fined 
$250 
Culkin ruled that the station 
had forfeited its rights to call 
the tapes priveleged once they 
were broadcast to the public. 
The Manhattan district attor­ 
ney’s office had subpoenaed the 
tapes to use as evidence in 
prosecuting persons allegedly 
involved in the disturbance. 
The station’s lawyers had ar­ 
gued that the ruling would have 
“ a drastic, chilling effect upon 
the newsgathering capacity of 
the 
press” —by 
discouraging 
news sources from speaking 
“ freely and spontaneously over 
the air waves.” 
Goodman stated that the con­ 
cept of a radio station as a 
communication medium for the 
public was violated when “ any 
arrangement” is made “ under 
which words spoken on the air 
become the equivalent of testi­ 
mony given in a court of law.” 
The case is one of the first 
judicial tests of the state’s 
“ newsman’s privilege ” statute, 
which provides that “ no profes­ 
sional 
journalist 
or 
news­ 
caster...shall be adjudged in 
contempt of court...for refusing 
or failing to disclose news or 
the source of any such news 
coming into his possession in 
the course of gathering or ob­ 
taining news.”

Discovery Of Water Is Unique 


HAGERSTOWN, Md. (AP) - 
Hartford Norris is a water 
witch 


For more than 50 years, he’s 
been pacing Washington County 
in western Maryland, following 
a forked stick until it flips 
down toward the ground to re­ 
veal an 
underground water 
source. 
He says he’s never been 
wrong yet. 
“Some people don’t like the 
spot I tell ’em and some people 
don’t think the flow is heavy 
enough, but I've never missed 
finding water,” Norris said. 
The 82-year-old water diviner 
claims his gift works in all 
kinds of weather and through 
macadam and galvanized pipe. 
” I can find a sewer pipe no 
matter where it is,” Norris 
grins, “ and septic tanks too" 
What’s more, Norris says he 
can predict how far down the 
water is. 
“ You can stand at the spot 
where the stick flips and you 
let it keep flipping until it 
stops,” he explained. “ Each 
flip of the stock counts for 10 
feet 
“ If the stick flips 10 times, 
the water is 100 feet down.” 
Unlike many diviners who 
claim only a peach limb will do 
the trick, Norris says any for­ 
ked stick will work for him 
And if there isn’t a forked 
limb at hand, he says two 
pieces of wire will work just as 
well 
There are elaborate theories 
about how diviners ply their 


trade, but Norris shrugs them 
off “ It’s just a gift I was bom 
with.” 


Norris says he discovered his 
talent at the age of 12 in his 
native Paw Paw. W.Va.. across 
the Potomac from his home 
here. 
“ There was a fellow boarding 
at our house who could find wa­ 
ter,” Norris recalled. “One day 


I followed him and picked up 
the limb he threw down. 
“ I did the same thing he did 
and it worked and I could hard­ 
ly hold it.” 
Although Norris has been 
finding water for years, the 
trade remains a sideUne. 
“ Sometimes I get two or 
three jobs a week,” he said, 
“and then nobody calls me for 
a couple of months.”

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Depth of Ocean Floor Is an Elusive Frontier For Navy's Researchers 


“ That’ s the beauty of satura­ 
tion 
diving. ” 
Johnson said 
“ There’ s no limit on how long 
you can stay down there even if 
a job takes a week or more ” 
The biggest drawback in sa­ 
turation diving is the lengthy 
decompression time required to 
enable a diver to return to a 
normal atmospheric pressure 
For a dive to 500 feet, be it for 
five minutes, five days or five 
weeks, it takes seven-and-one- 
half days to decompress. Pre­ 
sumably decompression from a 
2. 000-foot dive would take about 
a month. 
The body can be pressurized 


relatively quickly—five hours to 
safely bring pressure to a level 
equivalent to a depth of 500 feet 
in water. 
But the reverse, getting the 
highly condensed gases out of 
the body, takes days or weeks, 
depending on the amount of 
pressure 
To lower pressure suddenly 
would mean instant death 
Johnson said saturation div­ 
ing is one of three general con­ 
cepts through which under­ 
water work can be accom­ 
plished. 
For extreme depths, he said, 
there are the specialized sub- 


mersibles 
with 
manipulator 
arms which the Navy uses on 
rare occasions, such as in the 
recovery of parts of the ill- 
fated submarine USS Scorpion 
Most of the Navy’ s salvage 
work involves air breathing di­ 
vers using either scuba gear or 
helmets. 
Each system has its advan­ 
tages and drawbacks. Johnson 
said. The disadvantage of satu­ 
ration diving is the decompres­ 
sion: for helmet or scuba di­ 
vers. it’ s a limit of depth and 


time; and for the remote mani­ 
pulators, it’ s cost and a lack of 
human dexterity 
One of the factors slowing the 
Navy’ s move into inner space 
technology has been money— 
part of the over-all govern­ 
mental belt-tightening 


“ It is the time for watching 
the buck and the Navy is limit­ 
ed to exploring useful systems 
which will provide for max­ 
imum capability at the least 
expense. ” Johnson said.

HONOLULU (AP) - The 
U. S. Navy is looking toward the 
day when men may move about 
as freely as fish at depths that 
would crush most modem sub- 
nurines. 
Navy officials are talking 
about putting divers down on 
the ocean floor at depths as 
great as 2. iX)0 feet to do produc­ 
tive underwater work over long 
periods of time. 
“ Just how far down we can 
go will depend on the physi­ 
ological limits of the diver. ” 
said Capt. John D. Johnson, 
commander 
of 
the 
salvage 
branch of the Pacific Fleet. 
Service Squadron Five 
When the Navy is capable of 
doing this, Johnson said, it will 
put much of the world's ocean 
floors within reach for salvage 
and other jobs, some of which 
might be classified 
He mentioned the recovery of 
aircraft for accident investiga­ 
tions. installation of hydrogra­ 
phic equipment and submarine 
rescue operations as examples 
of other work that might be 
done. 
The key in getting a man 
down to extreme depths and 
still able to carry out mean­ 
ingful tasks is saturation of div­ 
ing. 
It involves subjecting a diver 
to an atmospheric pressure 
equal to the water pressure at 
the depth he will be working. 
At 2, 000 feet, the pressure 
would be 05 times that of nor­ 
mal atmospheric pressure—or 
pounds per square inch. 
“ There is a limit on just how 
much pressure the human body 
can withstand. ” said Johnson 
“ Just what it is we don’ t really 
know There is also a limit on 
how far down a diver can do 
productive work These are the 
questions we are trying to an­ 
swer ” 
The Navy’ s saturation diving 
operations for salvage jobs to 
date have been on a continuing 
contract with Taylor Diving 
and Salvage Co. of New Or­ 
leans. La , Johnson said The 
Navy’ s own saturation program 
is in its infancy and generally 
limited 
to

units,

The Navy will have its own 
saturation diving capability - 
the Mark I Dive System—oper­ 
ational 
soon,

The Mark I consists of a 
single pressurized living cham­ 
ber aboard the aft end of the 
salvage ship and a diving bell 
lowered from the ship’ s crane 
The divers being sent to the 
bottom enter the chamber for 
pressunzation to equal water 
pressure of the oiean floor 
They then move into the bell, 
at the same pressure, ind are 
lowered over the side 
Once on the ocean floor, the 
divers open a floor hatch and 
emerge into the water to do 
their work using either self-con- 
tnined breathing, apparatus or 
umbiUcal hoses from a gas 
source in the bell

NEW YORK (AP) ~ How do 
you cope with the new moral­ 
ity?

Semichastnov was in Japan 
to attend the fifth Japan-Soviet 
Union Joint Economic Com­ 
mittee meeting, which dis­ 
cussed projects including a 4.- 
163-mile trans-Siberian pipeline 
from the Tyumen oil fields to 
Nakhodka on the Soviet Pacific. 


Kleindienst, Mitchell's deputy

Kleindienst's nomination to

They are the only witnesses 
heard so far Eastland hop^ to 
finish their testimony Friday, 
but Kennedy said he had not 
finished his examination of 
them and wanted them re­ 
called. 
McLaren, like Kleindienst. 
testified that the settlement of 
suits against ITT's acquisition 
of the Hartford Fire Insurance 
Co., Canteen Corp., and Grin- 
nell Corp had no relation to 
any pledge of financial help for 
the GOP convention. 
Now a judge in Chicago, 
McLaren said he negotiated 
what he called an effective set­ 
tlement that let ITT keep Hart­ 
ford Fire but that required it to 
divest Canteen Corp, part of 
Grinnell, and some other com­ 
panies it had acquired 
Altogether, he testified, the 
settlement forced ITT to give 
up $1 billion in assets after the 
government had lost all three 
of its cases in the lower courts 
In addition to Mitchell and 
Mrs 
Beard, other witnesses 
still to be heard include Harold 
S. Geneen, ITT president; Wil­ 
liam R. Merriam, director of 
the giant conglomerate's Wash­

Meanwhile, at a news confer­ 
ence Friday in Sacramento. Ca­ 
lif.. Rep Robert Wilson. R-Ca- 
lif.. said Geneen offered the 
money last May 12 at a dinner 
party But Wilson, who was 
mentioned by Anderson in his 
columns, said "there was no 
connection " between the offer 
and ITT's negotiations with the 
Justice Department 
At the same news conference. 
California Lt Gov

necke, also said by Anderson to 
have talked with Mitchell about 
the funds, said he saw Mitchell 
Sept 17 The two discussed par­ 
ty finances, but “we never dis­ 
cussed—or thought of—any con­

their welfare grants beginning 
April 1. 
Gov. Ronald Reagan gave the 
go-ahead for the program Fri­ 
day after the federal govern­ 
ment approved the year-old 
California proposal. The plan, 
which 
has 
drawn criticism 
here, will be tested for three 
years in 35 counties, mosUy in 
the northern part of the state 
The program is intended to 
““reintroduce the principle of 
the work ethic to our way of 
life ," the Republican governor 
told newsmen. 
Reagan said the jobs will in­ 
clude all sorts of unskilled and 
““helper" jobs for both men and 
women with local schools, gov­ 
ernment agencies and nonprofit 
foundations. Among 56 k i^ of 
potential jobs listed are parking 
lot attendants, kitchen helpers 
and playground and day care 
center aides. 
The governor said recipients 
ordered to work will receive no 
extra pay for their work, which 
will be limited to 80 hours a 
month. 
“ Their grant is their pay." 
Reagan said. Should a person 
refuse a job “‘he'll be taken off 
welfare," Reagan said 


In Washington. Elliot Rich­ 
ardson. secretary of health, 
education and welfare, said the 
federal government “will be 
following the program of the 
project with great care" as a 
national pilot project A sim­ 
ilar. but more extensive, proj­ 
ect was approved recently for 
New York by the federal gov­ 
ernment. 
James Hall, the Reagan cabi- 


net member who oversees wel­ 
fare, said the only excuses that 
will be allowed are for the 
physically 
handicapped 
and

In the past 10 years, half a 
million Americans have been killed 
in traffic accidents, most of them 
victims of a habitual offender 
NAIA’s argument is that many of 
these accidents would not have

who have shown a consistent 
disregard for the law. rather than

It remains to be seen whether 
the law-abiding driving public is 
sufficiently alarmed about the 
highway slaughter to demand the 
enactment, and enforcement, of 
habitual offender legislation.

Little Chance China 


Will Attack Chiang

WASHINtfTON — President Nixon's 


pledge in Peking to pull American military 
forces out of Taiwan, predictably, has 
raised howls from the Republican right. 


The same hardheads, who called for 


President 
Truman 
in 
the 
1950s 
to 


"unleash" Chiang Kai-shek, are now railing 
against Nixon for promising to remove the 
American leash When old Chiang is at last 
unleashed, they warn in anguish, his island 
redoubt will be overrun by the Red 
('hiñese. 


Long before Nixon was invited to 


Peking, our military strategists fiercely 
debated whether Chiang could withsUnd 
an amphibious assault 'The arguments are 
spelled out in secret working papers in our 
possession 


A Pentagon study contends that Chiang's 


forces "are more than adequate" for 
defending Taiwan against an amphibious 
assault 
Because 
Chiang's 
"primary 


objective 
has been to regain control 


over the mainland." the study asserts, he 
has built a formidable military force 
"which substantially exceeds the defense 
requirements for Taiwan" 


The Chinese ('ommunist 
threat 
to 


Taiwan, on the other hand, isn't regarded 
by the Pentagon as serious The Defense 
Intelligence Agency has concluded from an 
exhaustive 
study 
of Chinese 
logistic 


capabiütíes 
"that 
the CPR 
(Chinese 


Peoples Republic) could not mount major 
offensives on more than one front " 


Since Mao Tse-tung's main forces are 


tied up on the Soviet border, where Russia 
has now deployed nearly a million men. he 
would have trouble mounting "a major 
offensive against Taiwan ” 


In any event, the Pentagon strategists 


believe the U S commitment to defend 
Taiwan in case of attack "should be more 
than adequate to deter the CPR ’’ 


The Central Intelligence Agency, after 


detailed survey of Taiwan's defenses, 
identified "four major and two minor 
beach 
areas suitable for amphibious 


landings " 


Pentagon strategists drafted an elaborate 


scenario, citing the difficttltiei of an 


amphibious attack from the mainland, and 
concluded. 
"When 
the 
reserves are 


deployed, the (]RC (Government. Republic 
of C'hina) would outnumber the CPR threat 
in any sector by at least two to one. 
Overall, the GRC would outnumber the 
assault force by at least five to one. " 


Adds the secret Pentagon study: "If 


GRC control of the air and sea were to be 
threatened, or it appeared that a much 
larger amphibious attack were being 
launched. IJS Navy and Air Force units 
should be deployed 
This should not 


require that the US maintain additional 
forces in the Pacific " 


Footnote: Countering these arguments, 


the U.S. mission on Taiwan has warned 
that "the CPR military capabilities will 
improve over the next decade with con­ 
tinued emphasis on the improvement of 
nuclear weapons capabilities " 
As for Chiang’s ability to throw back an 


amphibious assault, the mission contends

WASHINGTON — What this city does 
not need is another gallery, but the 
Renwick is different The building ne.xt 
door to Blair House and practically across 
the street from the White House is 
architecturally 
beautiful 
and 
in 
an 
accessible location 


The Renwick now bears the name of its 
designer. James Renwick. who created it 
for William Wil.son Corcoran in 1859 to 
house his art collections .After giving way 
to the new Corcoran on New York .Avenue, 
the building began to fall apart In 1965 
President Johnson deeded the building to 
the Smithsonian Institution This venerable 
organization, after much debate, decided 
to use this magnificent structure as an 
exhibition hall for American design It also 
serves as a fitting cornerstone tor the 
resurrected Lafayette Park area 


The Renwick has been thoroughly 
inaugurated with three formal openings 
and is now open to the public The 
atmosphere of the restoration is typical of 
the period. The grand salon on the .second 
floor retains Victorian elegance and some 
of the smaller rooms are filled with the 
glass and ceramics of that era 


But the true essence of the Renwick is 
design After entering the massive doors 
one is faced with a large glass cylinder 
containing at least a hundred coke bottles 
arranged in an eye-catching pattern 


In an adjoining room are tools and 
instruments that have been u.sed in 
advancing 
research 
in 
medicine, 
electronics and inventions that have added 
to the convenience of every day living 


'ihe wooden works current exhibit is 
exciting because of the emphasis on 
furniture which is in daily use such as 
chairs and desks. There is one piece that 
truly catches the eye In the center of a 
cabinet is .something that looks like a baby 
cradle Upon closer inspection and reading 
the plaque 
it is a cradle The designer 
Sam Maloof thought it up for a baby that 
was 
expected 
in 
the 
family 
Upon 
reflection and thinking about the mother 
who would have to bend down to reach the 
baby in the cradle on the floor, and also 
realizing that she needed a place for the 
baby’s clothes, he built a cabinet to put the 
cradle on. As if that was not enough he 
added another cabinet above the cradle for 
more baby fixings The result is a beautiful 
functionai piece of furniture for both baby 
and mother The cradle can be rocked 
because it is on hinges, and there is no 
darqiter of infant claustrophobia because of 
the open work on the sides and plenty of 
space above What a nice gift for mother 
and baby 


The Steuben glass room contains pieces 
that you would swear came from Venice 
but are American made in the 1915-20 
period 
More recent objects are also 
included 


The Indian room has large and small 
collections of the Zuni. Hopi and Pueblo 
examples of the art of the first .Americans 


Because the Renwick is so near Blair 
House where visiting heads of state are 
often entertained, some of the embassies 
will lend appropriate pieces to the gallery 
during these visits 


To rest the weary- feet, the gallery has 
comfortable chairs in the grand salon for 
visitors who want to watch a short movie 
where artists demonstrate their work 


The Renwick will be a special boon to 
tourists because they can easily go there 
before or after the White House tour

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Say Broadcast Fairness Law Confusing, Should Be Dropped

WASHINGTON (A P) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon's top adviser on the 
radio-television industry says 
the 
fairness 
doctrine 
has 
caused so much chaos and con­ 
fusion that it should be abolish­ 
ed 
Clay T Whitehead, director 
of the White House Office of 
Telecommunications 
Policy, 
said the requirement that all 
sides in controversial issues be 
given equal air time also in­ 
timidates broadcasters 
In an Associated Press inter­ 
view, Whitehead suggested that 
a broader approach linked with 
license renewal should replace 
the present enforcement of the 
fairness doctrine 
Responding to a question, he 
denied any assertions the ad­ 
ministration has attempted to 
intimidate the news media. 
Questions and answers; 
Q. You have been called the 
administration’s czar of the air­ 
ways Just what sort of man­ 
date did you get from the Pres­ 
ident when you took this job? 
A. Hardly that of a czar 
There are three kinds of man­ 
date, or duties, that a director 
of this office has One is to act 
as the President's principal ad­ 
viser on communications mat­ 
ters 
The second is to look at the 
whole situation with respect to 
communications in the coun- 
t r y—intemational 
commu­ 
nications. 
laws, 
regulations, 
problems—and to propose new 
policies or changes in policies 
that we think are needed 
Our third broad area is to 
oversee the federal govern­ 
ment’s own communications 
This includes things like our de­ 
fense communications, air traf­ 
fic 
control, 
space 
commu­ 
nications. telephone bills 
Q One of your proposals is 
abolition of TV's fairness doc­ 
trine Why did you make this 
proposal, and what do you sug­ 
gest as an alternative*^ 
A. Let me say that that pro­ 
posal was part of a package of 
proposals It was made for the 
purpose of getting the industry 
and the public and government 
to start discussing some of the 
problems we have in radio and 
television regulation 
What we felt was needed was 
some 
specific 
proposal 
for 
people to focus on as an al­ 
ternative to the way things are 
being done now It’s worked out 
pretty well We have been get­ 
ting a lot of discussion 


The reason we proposed abol­ 
ishing the fairness doctrine was 
not that we felt fairness was 
not 
important, 
because, 
of 
course, we do, but rather that 
the fairness doctrine, as it has 
come to be administered, is so 
confusing, so chaotic and so 
highly detailed and complex

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that it really is not a doctrine 
at all Nobody knows what it 
means, no one knows how it 
would apply in various cases 
I think it is safe to say it in­ 
timidates the broadcaster who

Q In what way’’ 
A In the sense of requiring 
them to do things that they 
wouldn’t want to do in the pub­ 
lic interest To take one ex­ 
ample, say an all-news station, 
the FCC requires that that sta­ 
tion has to do a certain amount 
of entertainment, a certain 
amount of public affairs 
Public affairs counts on the 
FCC application only if it is 
done in a certain way So an 
all-news station has to break up 
its format in an artificial way 
in order to do public affairs—as 
if news weren’t public affairs 
What we proposed was an ex­

certainly think he is free to do 
that 
If the press is going to be a 
s o m e w h a t independent in­ 
stitution with its freedom to 
criticize the government, when 
it feels the government is doing 
something wrong, then I feel 
public officials have a similar 


right to criticize the media 
when they think the media are 
not living up to their profes­ 
sional responsibility 
This is 
just part of the healthy give 
and take To suggest that the 
vice president or the President 
or anyone else should be muz­ 
zled from taking part in that 
debate is just wrong

Q - I note in the newspaper when the annual county 
financial stotement was published- that the assessoi;’s 
mileage, paid ih September, October and November last year 
totalled |1195.12. He is paid 8 cents per mile, which means 
he drove 14,939 miles on county business during this period. 
Voucher No. 1,129 shows that he drove 4,689 miles in 
November alone. The total mileage is equivalent to round 
trips from ^ a lia to Seattle, New York, Los Angeles, Miami 
and Detroit. What kind of business connected with the 
assessor’s office would necessitate 14,936 miles of travel? - 
E. R. 


A. — Jerry Trotter, Pettis County assessor, told Hot Line 


his office was allotted $1,206 annually for mileage expenses 
by the County Court. The financial statement, he said, 
indicates that this budget was not exceeded. 
Trotter emphasised that the amount allowed ia the budget 


covers mileage expenses for his deputies as well u himself. 
He also said that the number of miles indicated ia the 
question was not unreasonable since quite often as many as 
three or four trips mMt be made to a county resident before 
the assessor's report can be completed. Besides the number 
of miles, Trotter said, some money was used for auto repair. 
“ Some of those county roads are in such bad shape that one 
year I had a repair biU of $500 as a result.“ Trotter said. He 
indicated there was no other provision made in the county's 
budget for repair of private vehicles used for county 
business. “ We've never gone beyond the amount the county 
gives us for mileage expenses." he said. 


Q — Cars driving south on Lamine at Broadway cut across 
eastbouiid traffic on Broadway and drive into the parking lot 
at a supermarket. There is no sign at the supermarket’s 
parking lot entrance to indicate that it is for entry only. 
I have also seen cars driving west on Broadway make a left 
turn at Lamine and cut into the supermarket’s parking lot 
entrance on “Broadway, when they could drive a little further 
south and enter it from the east. Is this legal? I have never 
seen a car stopped or warned for doing so. — W. T.K. 


A — What you described in your second question is illegal, 


according to Police Chief William Miller. He said that several 
motorists have been caught and given a ticket for the 
violation. 
Miller added that placing signs at the eatrance of the 


supermarket parking lot is the concern 
the supermarket 


and not the dty or the State Highway Department. Any 
motorist caught maUiig an illegal “U " turn to enter the 
parking lot wiU be prosecuted,Miller emphasiied. 


Q — How can School District No. 200 expel a student for 
10 days? In matters concerning truancy, doesn’t the 
punishment defeat the purpose of the disciplinary action? — 
L.H. 


A — Dr. T. J. Norris, superintendent of schools, said a 


school hoard draws its power to expel a stndcat from state 
law. Generally, he said, whea a student is expelled the action 
is permanent. 
Earl Finley, principal of Smith-Cotton High School, said 


the terminology you are using probably refers to a 
suspension from school, which is generally not permnaeat. 
“ Suspensioa does not occur in truancy caaes natil the truancy 
becomes a repeated or chronic problem," Finley snid. He 
defined truancy as when a stndeat shonld be at school and 
his parents assume he is there but is not. 
“ Suspension secnu to be the only disdphaary practice 


available to school administrators to force chronic truants 
and their parents to face up to thdr responsihillties," Finley 
said. 


Q — In a recent Hot Line it was stated that there is a state 
law which requires all stores providing fountain service to 
provide rest rooms. Why is one of the discount stores 
downtown exempt from this requirement? 
Does this law apply to restaurants? If so. why is a certain 
downtown restaurant permitted to close its rest rooms at 5 
p.m. while food is served after this hour? — J.C. 


A — William R. Browa, dty restaurant and license 


inspector, said stores aad restaurants have to provide rest 
room fadUties^for employes, hut not for patroM. 
la addition, Browa added that older restauraats need aot 


even have separate rest rooms for men and women, but all 
receat structures must to comply with state health 
regulatioM. At the convenience of the restaurant or store 
management, rest roonu on the premises for the use of 
employes can also serve the public. Brown said. 
With regard to your second question. Brown indicated that 


certain restauraats do lock up their public rest rooms to 
prevent vandalism.

SACRAMENTO, CaUf (AP) 
- Every Saturday David Swin- 
ney travels 80 miles into the 
Sierra Nevada mountains for a 
day of skiing. He wears two 
special pieces of equipment a 
crash helmet and a big red sign 
saying “BUnd Skier.*’ 
The 20-year-old Sacramento 
college student aims his skies 
according to directions shouted 
by a friend: ”90 degrees left. 45 
degrees right, now ride her 
out.” 
“'niat bright sign helps a 
lot,” Swinney said in an inter­ 
view. "People get out of the 
way. And if I do hit them, they 
don’t get mad ' 
Swinney’s ski group, organ­ 
ized by the San Juan Unified 
^hool District here, took its 
first blind pupil to the slopes 
five years ago. 
This year about 20 blind per­ 
sons and about 20 deaf persons 
are participating in the pro­ 
gram. along with 1.500 other 
youths. 
Swinney took his first lesson 
in 1968. After mastering the 
snowplow turn and advancing 
into the stem turn, he is now 
trying to sell skiing to others 
who are blind. 
A teacher once tried to dis­ 
suade Swinney because skiing 
involves body movements diffi­ 
cult for blind persons to imi­ 
tate. 
“ I thought it would be much 
harder,” said the youth. "Now. 
when I’m going good. 1 really 
don’t worry about a thing. I 
just follow the instructions of 
jny buddy or teacher, who skis 
behind, in front or alongside." 
"Sometimes I get going too 
fast and out of control. I prefer 
to fall down than to take 
chances.” 
Swinney’s 
instructor, 
Joe 
Hayes, a 35-year-old Sacra­ 
mento school principal, said he 
toed skiing while blindfolded, 
just to learn of the problems in­ 
volved. 
“ Funny thing, I couldn't tell 
if I was moving or standing 
still—unless 
1 
dragged 
my 
poles,” said Hayes. 
“ David is our best handi­ 
capped skier. But do you know, 
one day there were some am­ 
putees taking lessons at Boreal 
Ridge and we told David about 
them. 
"David thought a minute, and 
said ‘Hey man, I don’t see how 
anyone with only one leg could 
ever learn how to ski. That

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Replacement Gilt 
Producer's Goal 


Yearbook Outlines Good Life 


The swine producer’s goal is to 
select superior replacement gilts 
that will farrow good thrifty litters. 
However, the superior selections 
won’t get the job done unless 
nutriUon and 
management are 
adequate. 
Some suggestions on meeting 
nutritional needs for replacement 
gilts were offered by John Rea, 
University of Missouri-Columbia 
Extension swine specialist. He said 
that “ unless we carefully consider 
all all the nutrient requirements, 
especially calcium and phosphorus 
needs as weU as energy, we increase 
the chances of ’downer’ gilts and 
crippling 
during 
the 
first 
reproductive cycle.’’ 
Rea pointed out the drain of 
minerals 
in 
heavy during the 
lactation period. This, couplé with 
limited exercise or confinement of 
gilts to crates, is likely to cause 
problems when pigs are weaned. It 
is at this time, when gilts are turned 
out with other swine, that crippling 
is likely to show up. 
Rea recommended full feeding 
prospective replacement gilts to 
about 175 pounds. Energy from 175 
to 250 pounds can be limited. 
However, 
he 
advised 
against 
shorting replacements on other 
nutrients, particularly calcium and 
. phosphorus. 
A good nutritious ration should be 
provided throughout the gestation 
period. The ration should provide 


enough energy to keep the gilt in 
medium condition and be high 
enough 
in 
protein, 
calcium, 
phosphorus, and vitamins to meet 
her needs. 
Producers can insure adequate 
calcium and phosphorus levels by 
providing a mineral supplement 
free choice. 


Big Cattle Market 


Seen in the Future 


Optimism tor strong cattle prices 
over the next few years was 
expressed 
by 
Glenn 
Grimes, 
University of Missouri-Columbia 
Extension marketing specialist. 
“ Present information indicates 
average prices of fed cattle this year 
should be equal to or a little above 
the 1971 average,’’ he said. 'This will 
come mainly from a stronger 
demand because number marketed 
is expected to be larger. 
However, for the short run. 
Grimes expects cattle prices to 
decline from present levels. This 
will be due mainly to expected 
increase in fed cattle marketings 
this winter and spring, he believes. 
Grimes also said that because of 
higher prices paid for feeder cattle, 
feeding 
profits 
this 
year will 
probably average below 1971 and 
that some feeders may experience 
losses. 


How rural America and U.S. 
agriculture can help make living 
good for all Americans of the next 
century is outlined in the recently 
published 
1971 
Yearbook 
of 
Agriculture. 
The new yearbook, titled “ A 
Good Life for More People,’’ cites 
programs designed to encourage 
redistribution of population over the 
next years and ease pressure on 
metropolitan centers. This would 
require creation of new growth 
centers around smaller cities and 
towns of rural America. 
Potentials for human, economic, 
and natural resource development, 
needed to shape an environment of 
increasingly better quality for future 
Americanf, are detailed in the. 416- 
page book. Rural housing is one of 
the major subjects. 


The book cites a need to make 
new uses of land, build new 
communities, and rejuvenate old 
rural communities. As first priority 
it lists providing productive work 
opportunities. Encouraging figures 
note that in 1970, about 50 per cent 
of 
capital 
expenditures 
by 
manufacturing 
industries 
was 
devoted to modern plants in rural 
areas. 


Another top priority need cited is 
decent housing. The yearbook notes 
that only a third of the U.S. 
population now lives in rural areas. 
However, half the sub-standard 
housing is located there. 


Other rural shortcomings include 
inadequate and 
unequal 
social 
services and lagging educational 
attainment. 
According to the yearbook, by the 


year 2,000, as much as 50 per cent 
more agricultural production than 
produced today may be needed. The 
book indicates that goal can be met. 
This should mean increased income 
for rural families.

Weed competition in Missouri 
soybean fields reduced yields by an 
estimated 3.2 bushels per acre in 
1971. The dollar loss total came to 
$34.828,132, or slightly over one- 
ninth of the state’s income from 
soybeans. 
Nationally 
the 
loss 
was 
$428,167,066, equal to twelve per 
cent of the U.S. soybean crop. The 
loss was especially serious to 
farmers in a year of l^ber soybean 
prices and lower prices for other 
grains. 
The results were released recently 
in the annual sununary of the 
National 
Soybean 
Wc^ 
Loss 
survey. The survey, developed in 
conjunction with agriculture college 
weed scientists, is baaed on personal 
observations made on 21,000 U.& 
soybean fields. 
The survey revealed that Missouri 
soybean growers did, however, gain 
ground in the weed war in 1971. The 
average 1970 loss in all fields was 
12.6 per cent. In 1971, it was 11 per 
cent of the crop. Neighboring 
Arkansas was worse off with 12.2 
p^ cent loss while Iowa escaped 
with an 8.3 per cent ywld reduction. 
Wet weather, which hampered 
weed control efforts and favored 
weed growth, caused increased 
losses in yield over much of the 
country. In addition, the rise in 
price of soybeans resulted in a 
higher dollar loss in several states 
where bushel losses were actually 
less. 
The survey proved, however, that 
soybean weeds can be completely 
controlled in Missouri. Farmers 
were able to hold weeds to the point 
of no loss in 21 per cent of aU fields.

Emphasize Selection On Sires 


Emphasb on sire selection for 
beef herd improvement took a gbnt 
step forward in 1971 in the Show-Me 
Area, according to Ed Schwitxky, 
area livestock spedalbt. Fifty per 
cent more registered calves were on 
test at weaning. The number 
increased from 932 head in 1970 to 
1373 head in 1971 in 38 herds. The 
range in weight on 724 bull calves at 
205 days was from 259 to 822 
pounds. Thb range poinb directly at 
the importance of genetic selection. 
Nearly 350 of the bull calves were 
fed to a year old to get total 


performance ability compared to 
195 in 1970. They averaged 933 
pounds compared to 910 in 1970. Of 
the 348 fed from the 724 weaned, 217 
qualified with minimum standuds 
as performance approved bulb. 
Most of these stayed in herds in the 
Show-Me Area. They could easily 
increase feeder calf sale values 
$100,000 per year from thb one 
year’s production of performance 
tested bulb. 
Approximately one-'third of the 
bulb on Pbn B (fed toa year old) in 
the state are in the Show-Me Area. 


The fourth area performance sale 
b scheduled for 7 p m.^April 15, at 
Ginton. The committee hopes to 
have some heifers in the sale with 
performance records.

SeUing timber without measuring' 
it is like selUng livestock without 
weighing the animals. 
That is the comparison of J. P. 
Slusher, University of Misaouri- 
Cotumhia Estension forester. He 
has updated a publication that 
explains how trees and logs are 
measured. The publication is UMC 
guide SOSO. A free copy can be 
obtained at University Extension 
centers in counties throughout the 
state. 
Slusher said two things are 
needed to measure trees and logs. 
One is a “cruising stick" which is 
free to any landowner from the 
Missouri 
Department 
of 
Conservation. The second thii^ 
needed is a volume table which is 
printed in the UMC guide. 
Slusher said that persons selling 
timber are likely to get more dollars 
by knowing what thJ^ have through 
measuring, and securing bids from 
several buyers. 
Slusher also suggested some 
management tips for woodland 
owners. 
Keep fire and livestock out of 
your timber. 
Do not sell the highest quality 
trees until they are mature. Usually 
this means 18 inches or more in 
diameter at breast height. 
Treat your woodland as any other 
crop. Manage it to maintain the 
proper number of good quality trees 
per acre. 
£hraw up a sale contract before 
closing the deal. Sample contracts 
are available from Farm Foresters. 
See your Farm Forester or 
Extension specialist for assistance 
with farm woodland management.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Agri­ 
culture Secretary Earl L. Butz 
with tacit White House approv­ 
al, has unfurled a campaign to 
tell congressmen and newsmen 
that consumers are getting food 
bargains despite some of the 
highest farm prices on record. 
P a m p h le ts saying farm 
prices are not high and that re­ 
cent increases in retail food 
costs are ‘‘primarily because of 
higher wages" were sent out 
Thursday by the Agriculture 
Department to members of 
Congress and about 2,300 mem­ 
bers of the news media. Claude 
W. Gifford, named last year as 
USD A director of information, 
told a reporter the sheet was a 
product of background informa­ 
tion gathered last month for a 
Butz television news interview. 
The data sent to newsmen 
around the country were ac­ 
companied by a "Dear Editor" 
letter from Gifford who wrote: 
“As you know, food prices have 
been in the news lately. Farm­ 
ers and farm prices have come 
under fire from some quar­ 
ters." 
Gifford said in an interview 
the background information on 
food prices gathered for the TV 
program appealed to Butz so 
much he s^ested packaging 
it for distribution on Capitol 
Hill and to the public in gener­ 
al. 
The White House was not in­ 
volved in the food-fact plan, 
Gifford said, but “one represen­ 
tative" on the Ni«)n team was 
told last week that it was being 
put together. 
“ There was no White House 


cl^rance involved,” Gifford 
said. ‘‘The individual was sim­ 
ply told what we were doing." 
‘‘The increase in food prices 
is primarily because of higher 
wages,” the sheet said. ‘‘Aver­ 
age wage rates per hour for 
production workers in manufac­ 
turing are 2-3 times higher 
than 20 years ago." 
Meantime, it continued, farm­ 
ers’ expenses have risen while 
prices they’ve received have 
not increas^ accordingly. 
"Farmers receive only 38 
cents from the dollar con­ 
sumers spend for farm-raised 
food," the fact sheet said. "This 
is down from 49 cents 20 years 
ago.” 
Earlier this week the Agricul­ 
ture Department reported that 
the farmer’s share of the con­ 
sumer food dollar in January 
was 40.2 cents. 
Most of the gain in retail food 
prices currently is traced to 
beef and pork, according to 
USDA reports. 


Butz said in a statement is­ 
sued with the information sheet 
that consumers will pay less 
than 16 cents out of each of 
their takehome dollars for food 
this year, compared with 23 
cents two decades ago. 
Further, Butz said, per-capita 
disposable income of farm 
people still is only about three- 
fourths of the nonfarm average. 
"Consumers can thank their 
lucky stars that farmers have 
been willing to stay productive 
while working for 25 per cent 
less than nonfarm people.” 
Butz said.

Tests Co mp u terized In Plan 


Soil 
testing 
services 
of 
the 
University of Missouri-Columbia 
were computerized beginning Jan. 
1. 
This means more information in 
less time than when computations 
for soil fertility reconunendations 
were made manually by oHinty and 
area Extension personnel, according 
to C. M. Christy, UMC Extension 
agronomy specialist who is headine 
up the computer soil testing pro­ 
gram. 


The 
increased 
amount 
of 
information 
even 
provides 
recommendations for a reasonable 
desired yield of a crop, Christy said. 
For instance, if a farmer would like 
a 125-bushel per acre com crop, the 


computer provides the fertility 
recommendation to attain that goal. 
If 
that 
recommendation 
is 
followed, fertility will not be a 
limiting factor in achieving the 
desired yield. 


Christy said that farmers using 
the UMC computerized sdl testing 
service will have available to them 
fertilizer su^estions for 36 grain, 
forage, and fiber cit^s and croppii^ 
system used in Missouri. 


Information from the computer 
provides a 
choice 
of 
fertility 
programs. One is an annual fertilizer 
maintenance 
program 
following 
initial treatments with corrective 
phosphate and potash applications. 
The other program is aimed at 


building up the fertility level over a 
four-year period, along with annual 
maintenance treatments. 
Christy urged Missouri farmers to 
contact their county University 
Extension center for details about 
the new computerized soil testing 
program. Soil test information will 
be available to farmers about three 
weeks after soil samples have been 
sent to their local Extension center. 
He said the computer service 
offers Missouri farmers a new 
development for precise, tailor 
made 
limestone 
and 
fertilizer 
recommendations. 
Also, 
those 
recommendations are now being 
made on the basis of revised 
limestone and fertilizer rates based 
on recent UMC research. 


Un d erstan d in g So u g h t F ro m M eat Buyers 


"Consumers should look at the 
whole picture before criticizing 
meat prices.” Jerry Conaway. Pettis 
County Farm Bureau president, 
said recently. "Production and meat 
prices 
move 
in 
self-correcting 
cycles, and price controls — which 
have been suggested by name — 
would disrupt those cycles.” he 
said. 
“ Beef prices are just now coming 
back up to where they were in 
1951, ” Conaway explained, "so it 
slK)uld be obvious that the increased 


prices aren’t going to the farmers. 
They go to labor and services. In 
those same 20 years since 1951,” he 
said, “money paid to wage earners 
went up 340 per cent, business and 
professional increased 200 per cent 
and dividends went up 33 per cent. 


“ Earl 
Butz. 
secretary 
of 
agriculture, has noted that farmers 
will take in more money than any 
year since 1951. But since nearly 
everybody else will be earning more 
and charging more for their 


goods — isn’t it about time farmers 
did a little better?” he said. 
“ By the same token," Conaway 
pointed out. ““a USDA economist 
has predicted that Americans next 
year will have 8 per cent more 
disposable 
income. 
Wages 
are

Standby Generator 
Isn't Always Cure 


Even with a standby gen erator, it 
is stiU possible to be ‘‘powerless’* if 
the ngnku source of electricity 
fails. 
That possibility could occu r if no 
one was around who knew the 
procedure for starting the standby 
generator. 
To avoid such a situation, Fred 
Crawford, University of Missouri- 
Cohimbia Extension agricultural 
engineer, has recommended th at 
the 
farmer 
show someone 
— 
perhaps his wife, some other family 
member, or a hired hand ~ what 
needs to be done. 
Then, if the farmer becomes ill, 
hospitalized, or is otherwise unable 
to start the* standby gen erator, 
someone else could. A ^ , water 
could be pumped, the cows could be 
milked 
on 
schedule, 
automatic 
feeders could deliver rations to beef 
cattle on feed, milk bulk tanks could 
be cooled, or other necessary jobs 
could be carried out. 
Some things to bear in mind, 
before the generator is started , are: 
— First, remember the gen erator 
is connected to the farm wiring 
through a tran sfer switch. That 
switch must be tripped when the 
generator is in operation to get the 
electricity generated onto the farm 
wiring. 
— Before starting the gen erator, 
make sure everything is shut off. 
Pull all plugs and flip off switches. 
Also, trip the main circuit breaker. 
There are ab o some factors to 
keep in mind once the generator has 
been started . They are: 
— Wait until the generator is at 
full capacity before throwing the 
transfer switch that sends electricity 
through farmstead lines. 
— Turn on only the essential 
equipment, those things that must 


be continued until regular electric 
service 
is 
restored. 
Crawford 
suggested that a standby generator 
only large enough to handle the 
essential tasks be purchased. He 
also suggests th at before buyii« a 
gen erator, the subject be discussed 
with the regular power supplier. 


An d 
fin ally, 
Crawford 
recommended 
that 
a 
set 
of 
directions for starting the generator 
be posted or given for review to the 
person traine<l as the substitute 
operator. 


He also suggests the list include 
the other pertinent information 
such as which equipment should be 
(grated 
on 
standby 
generator 
power. 


If teaching someone else how to 
start the generator is out of the 
question, an automatic unit is 
available.

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Good Pork Quality 
Revealed By Signs 


Color 
is 
a 
most 
important 
characteristic to look for in fresh 
pork products. It is one of several 
signs of quality consumen should be 
aware of when shopping for pork, 
according to Wm. C. Stringer, 
University of Missouri-Columbia 
Eitension meats specialist. 
The ideal color, according to 
Stringer, is a greyish pink. Good 
color, he said, is associated with 
meat palatability and freshness. 
Extremely dark colored pork is 
usually 
associated 
with 
older 
animals or products which have 
been on display too long. 
A 
bright 
appearance 
usually 
indicates pork is fresh. 
If pork is pale, soft, and watery, 
the 
housewife 
can 
expect 
considerable shrink when cooking. 
Small flecks of fat in the lean, 
called marbling, are desirable as 
long as they are in limited amounts. 
Marbling contributes to juiciness 
and flavor. 


Stringer cautioned consumen not 
to confuse marbling with seam fat. 
Seam fat is undesirable. The fat on 
pork cuts should be firm and white. 


Tenderness is not usually a 
problem since most pork comes 
from young animals. 


Stringer noted that when buying 
canned ham, if the tin is marked 
“ Perishab le, 
Keep 
Under 
Ref Iteration, *’ be sure the store 
has it refrigerated. When the ham is 
brought home, refrigeration must 
be continued. 


Stringer said the housewife who 
buys pork is getting a product 
superior to what it once was. It is 
better because pork producers use 
scientific breeding and feeding, and 
meat packers and retailers trim 
meats more closely. The result is

proteins and less fat. 


FTC Guidelines Noted 


For Buyer Protection 


Guidelines to he^ consumers 
know what to look for in a guarantee 
and how to tell if it is deceptively 
jBdvertised have been established by 
the Federal Trade Commission. 
Mrs. Lorene Wilson, University of 
Missouri-Columbia Extension 
consumer 
marketing 
specialist, 
quoting the guidelines, said a 
guarantee is deprive if it does not 
state: 
— What product or part is 
guaranteed. 
— What characteristics of the 
product are covered. 
— What the buyer must do before 
the guarantee will be honored, such 
as returning the product to a certain 
location or paying labor costs. 
— For what period of time the 
guarantee is effective. 
^ How the guarantee will be 
carried out. 


— 
The 
company or person 
responsible for the guarantee. 


Mrs. Wilson noted that it pays to 
have guarantees in writing. 


It is good business to do business 
with retailers who can be trusted. 
One can feel comfortable buying 
from those who have built a 
reputation for«standing behind their 
products, she said. 


Anyone faced with deceptive 
advertising 
or 
who 
becomes 
involved with a firm that will not 
perform warranty service should 
report the details to the nearest 
Federal Trade Commission office. 
Information can also be reported to 
the Consumer Protection Division 
of the Missouri Attorney General’ s 
office, Mrs. Wilson said.

Farm Export Output 


In Welcome Upturn 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pros­ 
pects for farm exports have 
taken a welcome upturn despite 
recent dock strikes, according 
to sources in the Agriculture 
Department. 
The outlook is so improved, 
the sources said Thursday, that 
farm exports for the fiscal year 
endir^ June 30 may reach or 
exceed the record $7.8 billion 
value in 1970-71. 
There has been no official an­ 
nouncement by USDA. but the 
optimism is expected to be re­ 
flected soon in updated reports. 
Until now. Agriculture Secre­ 
tary E^arl L. Butz and other of­ 
ficials have been estimaUng 
current fiscal year exports at 
$400 million to $5 00 million be­ 
low the record high of last sea­ 
son. 
The 
revised 
look 
was 
prompted by reports that farm 
exports in January, the most 
recent month examined, totaled 
$770 million—up 15 per cent 
from the same month last year. 
On 
a 
cumulative 
basis 
since last July 1. farm exports 
through January totaled about 
$4.6 billion, a gain of about $100 
million or roughly 4 per cent 
more than the same seven- 
month period during the record 
year 1970-71. 
One USDA official, asked 
about the new export specula­ 
tion. cautioned that further 
dock tie-ups this spring could 
alter the rosy view now being 
offered. But. he admitted, the 
earlier estimates for a sharp 
cutback in exports this fiscal 
year seem outlawed. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Con­ 
cern is growing among some 
Agriculture Department offi­ 
cials that farmers may not sign 
up enough feed and wheat land 
to curb production as much as 
desired this year. 
But no decision on possible 
further modifications of 1972 
"set-aside” programs for those 
crops is close, according to 
USDA sources. 
In a signup progress report 
issued Thursday, the depart­ 
ment said nearly 13.3 million 
acres had been committed by 
farmers to this year’s cropland 
diversion. The goal, however, is 
for about 38 million feed acres 
to be taken from production. 
Wheat farmers agreed to 
take 7.3 million acres from pro­ 
duction this year, compared 
with a goal of around 20 mil­ 
lion. A key indicator for wheat 
is that U ^ A officials hope for 
five million to six million acres 
taken out in addition to the re­ 
quired set-aside. With more 
than half the Feb. 3-March 10 
signup period gone, the addi­ 
tional diversion amounted to 
less than 1.6 million acres. 
Some department officials 
say. however, that many farm­ 
ers may have delayed signing 
up in order to study the pro­ 
gram more. Also, the goal of 38 
million acres in feed set-aside- 
announced last fall—may be a 
little high, according to some 
officials. 
Instead, these say. 36 million 
or even less might be enough 
taken from production this year 
to curb feed output.

Murphy says there are three new 
soybean varieties for which seed is 
available for the first time this year. 
They are Amsoy 71, Cutler 71, and 
Pickett 71. He describes them as 
follows: 
Amsoy 71 is a new early maturing 
variety 
for 
north and 
central 
Missouri. It appears Amsoy 71 will 
be an excellent soybean. 
The old Amsoy is regarded as a 
fine 
soybean. 
Amsoy 
71 
is 
essentially like the okl variety with 
the added asset of resistance to the 
widespread disease, phytophthora. 
The amount of Amsoy 71 seed 


available in 1972 will be limited, 
Murphy advises. Registered seed 
growers increased the seed last year 
on 127 acres. From that harvest, 
certified growers will obtain their 
supplies for further seed increase. 
Any excess will be available to the 
general public. 
Cutler 71 has about the same 
maturity as Clark 63 and has 
phytophthora resistance which the 
older Cutler variety did not have. 
The older Cutler yielded an 
average of about two bushels more 
than Clark 63 when phytophthora 
was no problem. But with the 
disease widespread in Missouri, the 
older Cutler was not suggested for 
use in the state. Now, says Murphy, 
it appears farmers will be able to 
take advantage of the better yield 
since Cutler 71 is resistant to the 
disease. 
About 400 acres of registered seed 
was grown in Missouri last year. A 
fair amount of seed is available 
from 
that 
production, Murphy 
advises. 


The third new variety is Pickett 
71. It is a full season variety for 
southeast 
Missouri. 
This 
new 
variety, says Murphy, should work 
well in the Delta. It is resistant to 
phytophthora; the old Pickett was 
not. The resistance to one race of 
cyst nematode which the old Pickett 
had has been retained in Pickett 71. 
Seed supply is quite good, says 
Murphy. Seed was increased last 
year on slightly more than a 
thousand acres. 
Lists of seed producers of the 
three new varieties are in the spring 
1972 certified seed directory. County 
Extension centers have copies of the 
directory.

the prohibited plants, together with

Missouri, was launched in 1971 to 
find ways to eradicate marijuana 
plants on farms.

Fuels Noted 


He^t content oi various fuels is 
one factor to consider when trying 
to find out which heating system to 
use in a home m* other structure. 
Richard Phillips. University of 
Missouri-Columbia Extension 
agricultural engineer, offers the 
following fuel comparisons. A gallon 
of No. 2 oil contains 140,000 BTUs of 
heat. It is 12.500 BlUs for a pound 
of coal. 


The heat content of a cubic foot of 
natural gas is 1,000 BlU ’s. A gallon 
of LP gas luis 92,000 BTUs. One 
kilowatt hour of electricity will 
produce 3,143 BTU’s of heat. 
Phillips points out that the figures • 
represent 100 per cent hating 
efficiency. A more realistic figure 
for each is. No. 2 oil, 70 per cent 
efficiency or 98,000 BTUs Jor one 
gallon; coal. 65 per cent of 8.125 


BTUs per pound; natural gas, 80 per 
cent or 800 BTUs per cubic foot; LP 
gas, 80 per cent or 73,600 BTUs per 
gallon; electricity, 100 per cent. 


Put another way, with normal 
system efficiency it will take the 
following amount of each fuel to 
add 100,000 BTUs of heat to a 
building; 1.02 gallons of oil, 11.3 
pounds of coal. 125 cubic feet of 


natural gas, 1.36 gallons of LP gas 
29.3 kwhr <rf electricity. 
Don’t install a heating system 
onty on the basis of fuel cost, 
Phillips said. He reminds that there 
are other factors to be considered 
such as investment, depreciation, 
and repairs.

For Slammed Fingars 
Few people go through life without get­ 
ting a car door or a hammer slammed 
on their fingers at least once. When that 
awful moment arrives, it is likely to 
result in a hemorrhage of venous blood 
vessels below the fingernail, damage 
that shows up as a blue, swollen and 
extremely painful area below the nail. 
In such cases, it is important to get to a 
doctor as soon as possible. The hem­ 
orrhage stays liquid for a couple of 
hours, and the doctor can relieve the 
pain instantly by a simple application 
of physics, if you can’t get to a doctor, 
you can do it yourself: Stm riliie the 
point of ■ large safety ptoi in a gas 
flame till H is red hot Cooi it about 10 
seconds. Then bravely phmge the pin 
right through the nail into the blue 
area. One quidc, forceful thrust will 
releese the blood, and the paki will 
disappear immediately. Afterward, 


wash with soap and water and put on a 
Band-Aid. This treatment must be 
applied within a short time after the 
accident, before the blood solidifies. Of 
course, the safest bet is still a doctor.

here are so many memories 
of the twins when they were 
growing up that demonstrate 
their closeness.

don’t give them identical pres­ 
ents, they like one better than the 
other and start fighting over who 
has which present. In spite of all 
that advice, which. I’m sure, 
every parent of twins has heard, 
we decided to treat them both the 
same. I can say now that I wish 
we hadn’t, b u t . . . A few yean 
ago, 1 read the results of a poll 
taken of several hundred parents 
of twins on the clothing question, 
and it was found that 83 percent 
of those with twin girb and 73 
percent of those with twin boys 
dressed their kids alike in their 
early years, and intended to con­ 
tinue doing so until the kids them­ 
selves asked for a change. 
Twins are great for the ego. We 
usal to think it was marvelous 
to walk down the street with the 
girls in a double stroller and have 
pe^lc stop us and say, *t)h, 
twins! How wonderful.” I was 
such a proud young guy: still in 
my teens, vocalist with Kay Ky- 
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ser’s band~I had started with 
Kay two weeks before the girls 
were bom -and the father of 
twins. I thought I was just the 
greatest. 
Any father who says he doesn’t 
like that kind of attention as he 
walks down the street. . . well, 
ru teU you. I’ll never understand 
him. We not only dressed the girls 
identicafiy, we gave them the 
same gifts. One year we gave 
them bicycles, exactly alike. And, 
a short time later, both girls fell 
off those bikes and broke the 
same wrist.. . both in the same 
week. 
Evenif we’d wanted to separate 
the twins more, that’s not very 
easy when you’re not making 
much money. Especially if you’re 
moving around as much as we 
did. Every time I’d get an offer 
somewhere, Gen would have to 
pack, and off we would go, across 
the country. We’re now in our 
14th home. 
Ani, of conne, that’s very hard 
on the children. Constantly hav­ 
ing to make new firtends in a new 
community. As a result, perhaps, 
they found most of their security 
in the family, in each other. To 
this day, if they’re together, and 
you ask one of them a question, 
she will look at her sister before 
answering. There will be just that 
flicker of eye contact, and then 
she’ll answer. She has to check it 
out before she speaks. 
Like all parents. 1 suppose, we 
wish we had done some things 
differently when the twins were 
small. And, of course, there arc 
more and better books available 
on raising twins, and bringing up 
children. But, when 1 look at my 
daughters, 1 think we didn’t do 
too badly following our parental 
instincts. I would never presume 
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to offer advice to others, but I do 
feel strongly that twins should be 
separated in school as soon as 
possible. They should learn to 
face the world as individuals, and 
not be treated or spoken to as 
OM. They shouldn’t hear people 
talking about them as “they” or 
“the twins” all the time. I think 
that tends to develop a depend­ 
ency in them. You can begin to 
see a tendency toward not want­ 
ing to make individual decisions 
or assume individual responsi­ 
bility. That’s why, despite what 
we did, 1 think it’s important to 
treat twins as individuals as much 
as possible, and not to refer to 
fficm as “them.” 
The way I’m doing now—you’re 
right. It’s quite hard to speak of 
the girls as Michelle and Chris 
individually. With our third 
daughter, Kelly, we were able to 
be more affectionate simply be­ 
cause she was by herself. I could 
pick Kelly up and hug her with­ 
out feding I was cheating any­ 
body. With the twins. I’d reach 
out for one and I’d see the other 
one and think, “Gee, it’s not fair 
^ her," and then, before you 
knew it, the mtHiient had passed. 
I*m sure a lot of twins get a little 
less affection than they should for 
just that reason. Not less love, 
less demonstrated affection. They 
shouldn’t have to share that. 
Speaking of sharing, they even 
shared a part in a nK>vie when 
they were 14 months old. It was 
* Republic picturc, “That Bren­ 
nan Girl," with Mona Freeman 
snd James Dunn. There was a 
scene where Mona Freeman was 
suppored to have left her baby at 
sn orphanage or an institution of 
some kind and, as she was leav­ 
ing, she looked back, and the 
chikl came running after her with 


arms outstretched. The baby was 
Christine and Michelle. RefHiblic 
had to use both of them because 
the law limited the amount of 
time a baby could be kept under 
the lights. And with our twins, 
nobody, I mean nobody, could 
tell when they had been switched. 
ftom bal^rhood through high 
school years, that’s the way the 
girls lived: always together, look- 
alikes, be-alikes. They dated the 
same boys and. I’m sure, occa­ 
sionally fooled a boy as to which 
one was which, just for fun. They 
took phone calls for each other; 
nobody could tell their voices 
apart 
Then suddenly, after high 
school, they did something that 
utterly fk>ored Gen and me. 
Quietly, without consulting us, 
they reparated and began to lead 
individual lives. 
Michelle went to an all-girls 
college, Mary Manse, in Toledo, 
for a year and then transferred 
to the University of Toledo, where 
she graduated. She’s now teach­ 
ing in grade school and studying 
for her matter’s in Miami. She’s 
going to get her Ph.D. son^ay. 
Chris went to Ohio Sute and 
married at the end of her fresh­ 
man year. She married Paul 
Voinevich, a terrific young Cleve­ 
land architect and the president 
of the Jaycees in Cleveland. They 
have two little girls, and now 
Chris has gone back to colle^, 
l^ n g night courses.

There is no record of whether Diogenes* 
lantern went out before he found a 
completely honest man, but the odds 
are that he had to relight it a few 
times. For people who are 100 percent 
honest in every area of life are not over­ 
ly plentiful. In this quiz, we take a 
straightforward look at honesty. 


TRUE OR FALSE? 
1. Honesty has nothing to do with in­ 
telligence.

ANSWERS 
1. Fake. Consensus of study findings 
shows that honest behavior and mental 
ability tend to go hand in hand. There 
are, of course, dishonest people with a 
high IQ and people of less-than-average 
intelligence who are quite honest, but 
psychologists have found that persons 
who are best endowed with the ability 
to think and reason tend to be the most 
honest in their aims, attitude and gen­ 
eral behavior. 
2. True. In a recent study to determine 
the honesty of the average person in 
such a situation, investigators “lost” a 
total of 300 letters in 10 different subur­ 
ban communities. Two hundred of the 
letters were prepared so that when they 
were held up to the light, they appeared 
to contain currency (stage money was 
used). The remaining letters were pre­ 
pared to resemble just ordinary corre­ 
spondence. Resulte: Expectabiy, the re­ 
turn rate was highest for letters in the 
no-money condition. Nearly half of the 
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ordinary-looking correspondence was 
dropped in mailboxes by passersby. 
Only about one-third of the letters that 
appeared to contain currency were 
mailed by the finders. 
3. True. A salesman is less likely to try 
to take advantage of you when he’s in a 
cheerful mood than when bored or dis­ 
contented. And when a clerk gives too 
much change, how strongly the cus­ 
tomer is tempted to keep the money is 
apt to be affected by whether he’s feel­ 
ing on top of the world or somewhat 
depressed. It’s much easier for the aver­ 
age person to resist temptations when 
he’s feeling pleased and happy with 
himself. 


4. Fake. University of London psychol­ 
ogist Dr. H. J. Eysenck cites the find­ 
ings of studies that show that well-bal­ 
anced people, with emotionally stable 
personalities, tend to be the most con­ 
sistently honest under all circumstances. 
People who arc high-strung and ner­ 
vous may be honest on some occasions 
and devious on others. 
5. Fake. In some ways, women are more 
honest; in other ways,males are. Studies 
have shown women to be more honest 
in admitting their fears and confessing 
their faults and weaknesses. On the 
other hand, a recent study by Univer­ 
sity of Baltimore researchers, in which 
hundreds of gift-wrapped boxes were 
purposely left in the back seats of taxi­ 
cabs, showed that a significantly larger 
percentage of women were tempted to 
keep a box rather than leave it in the 
cab or call it to the attention of the 
driver. 
6. True. Studies show that dishonest 
people tend to accumulate inner ten­ 
sions that can be injurious to health. 
Cumulative feelings of guilt—even 
though they arc repressed on the con­ 
scious level—often find their expression 
in accident-proneness. 
7. True. Psychological studies show 
that people tend to project their own 
characteristics on others. Unfriendly 
people invariably accuse others of being 
unfriendly. The dishonest man is dis­ 
trustful of others—he believes they are 
basically no more honest than he is. □ 
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n an Ohio highway recently, a 
driver was seen slumped over the 
wheel as his car weaved erratically, ran 
off the road, hit a tree and rolled over. 
The driver, a 22-year-old Vietnam vet­ 
eran, died instantly. At first, the medi­ 
cal examiner suspected he had been 
drinking. But investigation revealed 
that the veteran, who had contracted 
malaria, had been given an antimalarial 
drug that evidently made him drowsy. 
While drunk driving is well known 
as a highway killer, little attention has 
been focused on the effects of medica­ 
tions on driving performance. Now, 
alert medical examiners are doing toxi­ 
cologic studies on victims of puzzling 
accidents. 
How widespread is the medicating 
trend? At least one out of four Ameri­ 
cans takes some kind of drug to get 
through the day. An estimated 10 per­ 
cent of prescriptions call for the psycho­ 
tropic type—those that change moods 
and mental processes. 
Many of the widely used medicines 
are taken for such common conditions 
as nervousness, overweight, high blood 
pressure, hay fever, even an ordinary 
cold. Because the drugs are so com­ 
mon, many people fail to realize their 
impact on driving ability. 
Medical experts, and the Food and 
Drug Administration, pinpoint five 
main classes of medications that could 
lead to loss of life or limb'on the road: 
Antihistamiiics arc taken for aller­ 
gies, nasal stuffiness due to colds and 
other reasons. Possible side effects: in­ 
attention, confusion and pronounced 
listlessness at the wheel. 
Cerebral stfamlants, or “ups.*’ These 
arc usually amphetamines, often rec­ 
ommended by doctors to curb appetite 
or to make depressed people feel 
“alive.” You’ve heard them called “pep 
pills,” “bennies,” “speed” or “ups.” 
Truck drivers, especially, believe that 
with one of these pills as a “copilot,” 
they can go a long time without sleep. 
While an amphetamine may increase 
wakefulness and efficiency for a short 
time, this can be followed by dizziness, 
agitation, severe headaches and les­ 
sened ability to concentrate. One fre­ 
quently reported consequence is that the 
driver sees things on a highway that 
arc not really there-visions that may 
lead him to swerve or go off the road. 
Sedatives or hypnotic dmgs (or 
“downs’O# generally barbiturates. Doc­ 
tors prescribe them for nervous insom­ 
nia, tension, anxiety, and for variqus 
medical problems such as peptic ulcers 
and colitis. Often they are intended to 
calm you down or induce sleep. Tension 
is reduced at the expense of alertness 
and normal functioning. Even occa-

sional barbiturate users tend to become 
languid. In excess, a hypnotic drug can 
produce symptoms similar to drunk­ 
enness, so that the victim can’t coordi­ 
nate muscular action. 
Tranquflizcrs. Since these are muscle 
relaxants, the reflex action time of most 
drivers slows down. In normal or larger 
doses, tranquilizers can make you dizzy 
or sleepy. 
PBin-kilcn (analgesics). Fortunate­ 
ly, aspirin docs not affect driving, but 
other analgesics like meperidine, mor­ 
phine and methadone tend to disso­ 
ciate a person from his environment. 
Particularly hazardous is a combina­ 
tion of alcohol with such drugs, an 
effect known as “synergism.” Even cer­ 
tain antibiotics—which alone may pro­ 
duce nausea, loss of balance and hear­ 
ing difficulty-can be deadly when the 
driver has also been drinking. 
Besides the medicines cited, illegal 
hard drugs like heroin undoubtedly in­ 
terfere with judgment, impair vision 
and promote reckless driving. So does 
marijuana. Habitual marijuana smok­ 
ing by young people, contend two Phil­ 
adelphia psychiatrists,, has led to dis­ 
turbed depth perception, thought dis­ 
orders and poor attention span. 
Common sense dictates that people 
on drugs should not drive. When you 
must take a medicine, follow these 
precautions: 
• If your doctor gives you a prescrip­ 
tion, ask him about driving while on the 
medication. 
• When you take a nonprescription, 
over-the-counter drug, observe the cau­ 
tions on the label. 
• Never, for any reason, drive while 
drowsy. Stop at a convenient place and 
either sleep it off or walk around until 
you’re fully alert.

Under Ronald Au^ The 
Jaycees Lay Down a 
T 
o the surprise of most people 
who meet him for the first 
time, the current president of the 
U.S. Jaycees is a Chinese- 
American, Ronald G. S. Au. A 
short, dapper and vibrant 35- 
year-old lawyer from Hawaii, he 
is sparking dramatic changes in 
what used to be the ‘‘square ’ 
Junior Chamber of Commerce. 
‘Today we are constructive ac­ 
tivists,” he says. “Jaycees are now 
concerned with the relevant gut 
issues of the community and na­ 
tion. We believe that the Ameri­ 
can system can work only if peo­ 
ple get involved through an 
orderly process within the Estab­ 
lishment.” 
Symbolic of the Jaycees’ dras­ 
tic remodeling is Ron Au’s elec­ 
tion last year as the first of a 
minority group to head the organ­ 
ization of 325,000 young men 
(aged 21-35) in 6,500 chapters 
throughout the nation. 
“As an Oriental,” Au informs 
F a m il y W e e k l y , “I’ve encoun­ 
tered no prejudices at all, even 
when my wife and 1 visited eight 
states in the Deep South. Every­ 
where, we were warmly received. 
And in Virginia, a black Jaycee 
put his arms around me and said, 
‘I'm so proud that one of us could 
make it to the top.’ 
“While the old Junior Cham­ 
ber of Commerce used to be all- 
white, today about 12 percent of 


our members are from ethnic ori­ 
gins — Chicanos, blacks, Latin 
Americans and others. In fact, 
the presidents of our chapters in 
St. Louis and Arlington, Va., are 
black. All this has come about 
only in the past two years.” 
As a trial lawyer and former 
Deputy Prosecuting Attorney in 
Honolulu eight years ago, Au saw 
at firsthand the many pressing 
problems in his community: drug 
abuse, pollution, deplorable con­ 
ditions in prisons and in homes 
for mentally retarded children. 
The Jaycees, he believed, could 
be a vehicle for improvement, 
though at the time they were inef­ 
fective. But, working with the 
organization, 
helped build a 
halfway house for the retarded 
and formed a Jaycee chapter in 
Oahu prison to help ex-convicts 
get jobs and scholarships. 
“These projects,” he recalls, 
“made me go gung-ho for the 
Jaycees. I was intrigued with the 
number of things young men like 
myself could accomplish. Instead 
of just talking, we became a do- 
something 
organization. 
And 
that’s what has been happening in 
other chapters.” 


The Jaycee face-liftÍBg is fairly 
recent. In the past, when men like 
Richard Nixon and Warren Bur­ 
ger (now Chief Justice) were 
members, the Junior Chamber 


was regarded as a bunch of eager- 
beaver local boosters and “Junior 
stodgies,” mostly business-ori­ 
ented young executives who 
painted park benches and had fun 
at eating-meetings. But after its 
name was changed in 1965, the 
organization began to attract 
many blue-collar people. A bar­ 
ber heads the Delaware state Jay­ 
cees and a mechanic is president 
in 
Vermont 
Activities have 
veered toward the “significant” 
What is significant to the trans­ 
formed Jaycees? Around the coun­ 
try last year, they completed over 
24,000 different programs, rang­ 
ing from environmental better­ 
ment to recreation, safety and an­ 
ti-drunk driving. In crime preven­ 
tion, Jaycees combat Juvenile de­ 
linquency, drug abuse and car 
thefts, working with teenagers, 
police and the courts. Promoting 
community health, they conduct 
campaigns for rubella immuniza­ 
tion, rat control, blood banks and 
screening for children’s eye de­ 
fects. 
Convicts have been recruited 
in 135 Jaycee prison chapters; 
from their cells, they initiate 
blood drives for leukemia victims, 
push prison-reform legislation, 
set up employment services so 
that they can assimilate into soci­ 
ety after their release. 
A broad program called “Op­ 
eration Opportunity” encompass-

es aid to returning veterans and 
promotion of needed housing. In 
Philadelphia, Jaycees met with 
Black Panthers to discuss plans 
for testing of sickle-cell anemia, 
prevalent among Negroes. 
Results of such efforts are im­ 
pressive and often startling. Ron­ 
ald Au is particularly proud of 
the Jaycees in Wenatchee, Wash., 
where the town had at least 700 
drug users, including 12-year-old 
children on heroin. To wage war 
on dope peddlers, 25 Jaycees 
went underground. Working in 
teams, they attended "pot and 
pill" parties, operated from tav­ 
erns and pool halls often until 
dawn, made "buys" of drugs and 
penetrated dealer-wholesaler in­ 
ner 
circles. 
Their 
dangerous 
sleuthing led to the arrest of some 
SO dealers, pushers and high- 
echelon suppliers, mostly in near­ 
by Seattle. 


"We needed to get involved in 
something meaningful, to get our 
teeth into a real community prob­ 
lem," explained the Wenatchee 
chapter president. To which Ron­ 
ald Au adds, "Involvement is a 
moral, positive and active com­ 
mitment to one’s fellowmen." 
More prosaic, as part of the 
over 8,000 Operation Opportu­ 
nity projects last year, Jaycees 
nationwide have generated more 
than $300 million in housing for

low-income families and the el­ 
derly. In Marietta, Ohio, after 
30,000 people were enlisted to 
"do something worthwhile," the 
juvenile-delinquency rate was cut 
down to half in one year. On The 
ecology front, Jaycees in Knox­ 
ville, Tenn., exposed a company 
that was one of the worst smoke- 
emission offenders, forcing it to 
take abatement measures. In Day­ 
ton, Ohio, 500 volunteers led by 
Jaycees uid their wives worked 
in muck to clean out tons of de­ 
bris from a creek to restore its 
natural beauty. 
Last October, after meeting 
with President Nixon for a brief­ 
ing, Ronald Au accompanied 
California’s Gov. Ronald Reagan 
to Taiwan. There, Au talked at 
length with Chiang Kai-shek and 
Prime Minister C. K. Yen, point­ 
ing out why Americans can rea­ 
listically recognize Red China. 
"The world has shrunk," says 
Au, "and young men of action 
need not confine themselves to 
their own isolated community. 
"We can no longer afford to 
be bystanders. Young men must 
get out of the bleachers and into 
the arena. As Jaycees, we lay 
down a challenge to other civic- 
fraternal organizations: 
Don’t 
just say you are concerned—find 
out the immediate needs, and do 
something about them to make 
this a better nation." 
□

Most banks hava an outside "night- 
deposit vault" for putting your money 
ill after the bank’s closed. Now, a Imnk 
in Paris has devised a way to get your 
money out. All that’s required is a spe­ 
cial electronic card that fits properly 
into an 
automatic 
"Distribanque" 
money machine-which was put into 
service simultaneously in Paris and two 
provincial towns in France. French 
actress Pascale Audret (in the picture) 
was the first customer to use the new 
service. 


Social critic Marya Mannas is a very 
handsome woman at 67. In her new 
autobiography, “Out of My Time" 
(Doubleday, $7.95), she mentions that 
in her youth, on a visit to Paris with lyr 
parents, she saw her first belly dancer 
perform. She was enthralled. She 


vowed she would teach herself the art, 
and she did. It wasn’t hard to learn, 
she said, because she’d had a trapeze 
at home all during her childhood, and 
was an expert on rings and bars. Also, 
she had already taught herself how to 
move any one small area of skin or 
muscle, from scalp to toes, without 
moving anything else. Why? “For the 
fun of it. If horses could do it, so could 
I. My two favorite exercises are still 
belly dancing and swimming. You 
don’t need much else to keep fit.” 


Naw hopa^r ttia blind? Scientists at 
the University of Florida are doing re­ 
search on a device which, implanted in 
the skull, might enablb a blind person 
to see by electronically stimulating the 
visual cortex of his brain. Noiseless and 
painless, it could be switched on and 
off with a button, and would probably 
be powered by batteries like those in a 
heart pacemaker. The visual p^cep- 
tion the device would provide has been 
compared to that of a television image. 
The sharpness of the image would de­ 
pend on the number of places cm the 
brain’s surface that could be stimu­ 
lated. So far, experiments have pro­ 
duced only crude images, but research­ 
ers hope to improve techniques to the 
point where some blind persons might 
be able to read large print.
